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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants have not provided any reasons why the evidence (i.e. three NPL references) submitted as a 1.132 
declaration was not or could not have been presented earlier. The 1.132 will not be entered at this time. Furthermore, if one were to 
consider the submitted declaration evidence it would appear that Applicants' cited references may raise scope of enablement issues 
regarding the upper limit of Applicants' claimed pressure range. For example, Applicants' D1 reference indicates that a pressure of 20 bar 
or more causes skin perforation (i.e. skin damage resulting from holes being made in the skin). None of the cited references demonstrate 
that a pressue of 8 bar is ineffective to affect transepidermal administration. Rather the cited references support the notion that 8 bar would 
result in transepidermal administration and that modification of pressue would be a result effective parameter that an ordinary skilled artisan 
would modify. None of Applicants' cited references demonstrate an unexpected result upon the application of a pressure of 1 0 bar to the 
skin compared to the application of a pressure of 8 bar. Regarding the degree of penetration of a given agent, Applicants' claims do not 
require any minimal or maximal penetration or percent absorption of any agent. Claims 1-3 and 7-8 remain rejected under 35 USC §1 03(a) 
as set forth in the record. Applicants' claims 9-16 remain withdrawn from consideration at this time. 
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
